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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: 

Examiner and her supervisor (T.K. Page) made the following suggestions, which would place the instant application in 
condition for allowance: (1) To incorporate the limitation of "introducing a second dye encapsulated in a second 
liposome where the second dye is releasable at a temperature at or above the protein denaturization temperature" in 
each of claims 1 and 10; and (2) To replace the term "including" with "comprising" in each of claims 1, 23 and 28. 
Applicant's representative agreed to the proposed changes suggested by the Examiner. Examiner received attorney's 
approval in conducting an Examiner's amendment making the necessary changes. Additionally, in order to avoid 
repetitious claim language, the limitation "further comprising the step of introducing a second fluorescent dye 
encapsulated in a second heat sensitive liposome into said bloodstream of said animal" has been deleted in claim 20 
and the limitation "further comprising the step of introducing a second liposome containing a second fluorescent dye 
into the bloodstream of said animal to flow through said target site" in daim 36 has been deleted. A Notice of 
Allowability will soon be issued.
